CARRIER MILLS RECEIVED A BRAND NEW FIRE TRUCK 
Thursday afternoon and it was put through a series of tests at the 
water plant near the Carrier Mills reservoir. 
The new truck was 
purchased from the Tower Fire Apparatus company, Freeburg, with 
the pumper mounted on a Chevrolet chassis. The completely equip­ 
ped truck includes 1,200 feet of hose, with three hose connections 
and can build up 400 pounds of water pressure. 
The truck, fully 
equipped, cost $12,000, and will be paid for by money received from 
the one-half cent sales tax collected in Carrier Mills, Mayor Free­ 
man O’Keefe has announced. The village now has two good pieces 
of fire fighting equipment as the 1945 fire truck has been retained.

National Debt 
$272.7 Billion 


WASHINGTON (IP - T h e 
national debt stood at $272,- 
750,813,649 at the end of fis­ 
cal 
1956 last Saturday 
mid­ 
night, the Treasury reported. 
This was a $1,600,000,000 cut 
from the previous year. 
The government surplus for 
the fiscal year, first in five 
years, 
was 
estim ated' at 
about $2,000,000,000. It will be 
at least two weeks, however, 
before the exact spending and 
revenue figures are known. 
The debt at the end of fis­ 
cal 1956 was nearly $2,300,000,- 
000 below 
its legal ceiling of 
$275,000,000,000. 
It will rise 
during the summer and fall, 
however, as tax collections hit 
yearly lows and spending con­ 
tinues normally.

Shortly before the showdown 
vote, the House formally approved, 
225-192, a redrafted version of an 
amendment by Rep. Adam C. Pow­ 
ell Jr., Negro Democrat from Har­ 
lem, to bar school building funds 
to states that fail to comply with 
the Supreme Court’s 1954 anti-seg- 
regagtion decision. 
The bill in the form in which it 
was finally defeated would have 
provided $400,000,000 annually for 
four years to assist states in school 
construction. 
The money would 
have been divided on a basis of 
school age population — amount­ 
ing to $11.30 per pupil per year— 
I to be matched 50-50 by state money. 
The House rejected 261-156, the 
administration - favored 
formula 
which would have divided the mon­ 
ey partly on a basis of state "need.** 
This plan would have worked to 
the advantage of the poorer states. 
Republicans and Democrats lost 
no time in exchanging blame for 
the bill’s defeat. 
Southerners, who had opposed 
the measure overwhelmingly from 
the start, were openly gleeful over 
the outcome. 
A breakdown of the final vote 
showed that 119 Republicans and 
105 Democrats voted against the 
bill while 119 Democrats and 75 
Republicans supported it

Sobeit Hot Hod Justice

It is not easy to understand why 
certain Europeans feel constrained 
from time to time to come to the 
defense of convicted U. S. Com­ 
munist spies. 
A considerable furore arose in 
France and elsewhere on the eve 
of the execution in 1953 of Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg, who had 
been sentenced to death for con­ 
spiring to transmit atomic secrets 
to Russia. 
More recently, Jean Paul Sartre, 
French writer, and Bertrand Rus­ 
sell, famed 
British philosopher, 
took it upon themselves to declare 
belief in the “innocence” of Mor­ 
ton Sobell, a co-defendant of the 
Rosenberg* who now is serving 
a 30-year sentence in Alcatraz. 
Federal Judge Irving Kaufman, 
in disposing of Sobell’a latest bid 
for a new trial, has in wise and 
temperate 
language 
replied to 
these criticisms of the American 
judicial process. Said be: 
"Freedom of speech should ami 
does permit untrammeled discus­ 
sion and differences of opinion, but 
judicial impartiality requires that 
the courts be free from extraneous 
and conflicting pressures. 
“Therefore, the American judi­ 
cial system has evolved its own 
safeguards and procedures for ar­ 
riving at the truth — procedures 
which have withstood the test of 
centuries. 
These procedures and 
safeguards 
have been 
the sole 
guideposts for this court.” 
Kaufman noted that Sobell’s case 
has in one form or another come 
before the U. S. Court of Appeals 
six times and the Supreme Court 
six times. 
In every instance his 
conviction remained undisturbed. 
Is it possible that Russell and 
Sartre, viewing the matter from 
across 3,000 miles of ocean, can 
discern vital details not evident 
to the judges who have passed on 
Sobell’s case again 
and again? 
The prospect would seem most un­ 
likely. 
This time Sobell made a idea 
which did not even raise the ques­ 
tion of his guilt or innocence. He 
simply alleged that he had been 
“ abducted’ in Mexico by secret 
police and handed over to the 
American FBI, and that thus the 
ll. S. court had no jurisdiction in 
the case. 
Kaufman declared that this ar­ 
gument had no merit, that the law 
states it does not matter how the 
defendant was apprehended. Tes­ 
timony at the original trial showed 
Sobell actually was preparing to 
flee from Mexico to Europe. This 
hardly accords with the behavior 
of an innocent man. 
At their worst, the criticisms of 
the U. S. judicial process in this 
case are plainly the work of Com­ 
munists bent on tarring everything 
American. 
At best, they repre­ 
sent a 
misguided emotionalism 
which serves poorly the cause of 
freedom, even in its neutralist as­ 
pect. 
For such ill-informed judgments 
as have been offered by people like 
Russell and Sartre in the Sobell 
case can only discredit those who 
offer them. 
Sobell has in fact abused Amer­ 
ican justice by his constant re­ 
course to the courts, often as not 
on 
evidently 
trumped-up argu­ 
ments. 
We have let him do tnis 
to give b« rn all benefit of doubt. 
His guilt is not shadowed by the 
faintest uncertainty: All doubt to­ 
day surrounds the motives of those 
who defend him with emotion but 
no reason.

WASHINGTON. — It 
doesn’t 
take either a shrewd diplomat or 
a Washington columnist to report 
that soma of the most important 
events in 
years of Soviet his­ 
tory are happening in the Com­ 
munist world today. World Com­ 
munism is at a crossroads. 
But it does take even more than 
a shrewd diplomat or a Washing­ 
ton columnist to report just what 
this Communist ferment 
means 
and what should be 
done about 
it. 
To try to diagnose Hie Com­ 
munist seething, let’s take a clos­ 
er look at it. Here are some of 
the amazing developments —■ de­ 
velopments presenting the United 
States, with golden opportunities 
which 
some diplomats 
never 
dreamed would happen in this 
generation: 
In Italy — Pietro Nenni, 
the 
left-wing Socialist hitherto play­ 
ing hall with Italian Communists, 
has berated Moscow and announc­ 
ed that ha is ready to join West­ 
o n social democracy. 
For years, 
Secretary 
Dulles’ 
brother Allen, head of Central In­ 
telligence, hat been trying to fig­ 
ure out a way to win over Nenni. 
Eight years ago in Italy I tried 
to get Nenni to participate in the 
friendship 
train 
reception. 
He 
stuck with the Communists. 
But 
last week he took a public stand 
against communism. 
This could 
pave the way for a solid demo- 
! erotic, 
central-Catholic 
govern­ 
ment in Italy. It’s tho most im­ 
portant development since the end 
of the war. 
In Poland — workers and peas­ 
ants, 
restless against 
commun­ 
ism, have been shot down by 
a 
government supposed to represent 
and protect workers and peasants. 
For years, Pollsh-Americans in 
the United States have been try­ 
ing to encourage such a move­ 
ment. 
Ever since 1951, the cru­ 
sade for freedom has been send­ 
ing 
friendship-freedom 
balloon 
messages to the people of Poland. 
Now, overnight, the Polish people 
have shown their ire against Mos­ 
cow. 
In Czechoslovakia 
— 
Riotous 
students have been demanding 
more independence, 
more free­ 
dom of study. The Czech people 
have been demanding to know why 
Communist leaders were shot or 
hanged for emulating the inde­ 
pendence of Tito and why Tito it 
now feted and salaamed in Mos­ 
cow. 
For five years the crusade for 
freedom has been sending propa­ 
ganda balloons across the Iron 
Curtain into Czechoslovakia. Sud­ 
denly the Iron Curtain seems to 
evaporate. 
Suddenly Czech stud­ 
ents go further than the fondest 
dreams of American propagand­ 
ists. 
In France, Belgium, Denmark, 
Britain — Communist parties are 
in bitter rebellion against their lo­ 
cal Communist leaders because 
they never bucked the Stalin reign 
of terror. 
Maurice Thorez, 
the 
French Communist who used 
to 
spend his summer vacations 
as 
Stalin’s guest, will probably 
bet 
booted out of office. 
In the United States — Com­ 
munist leaders are so bewildered 
they are almost running around 
in circles. 
How bewildered they 
are, how bitter at their leaders, 
both past and present, is illus­ 


trated by the New York Daily 
Worker. 


DAILY WORKER REVERSES 


Hie Daily Worker’s own teeth- 
gnashing editorials are more elo­ 
quent than anything I could write 
of what is happening in the Com­ 
munist world. 
i 
“The blind and uncritical itll- 
Itude of the Daily Worker in past 
years to the repression of the Sov­ 
ie t Union . . 
sayi the Daily 
Worker of itself in chestising it­ 
self for not challenging the rule 
1 of Stalin. 
“We are wholly ignorant that 
these crimes had been 
commit­ 
ted,” moans the Daily Worker, 
“yet there was reputable evidence 
had we but listened. How then ex­ 
plain 
our 
consistent 
denuncia­ 
tion of many people as ’enemies’

“I for one looked hopefully but 
vainly at the end of the document 
for a pledge that the last execu­ 
tion had taken place 
on Soviet 
soil. I looked for a pledge of civ­ 


il rights, for the sacred right of 
habeas corpus, of public appeals 
to 
higher courts 
of final judg­ 
ment by one’s peers rather than 
by professional judges . . . 
. “Instead I learned that three 
more 
executions 
had 
been an­ 
nounced from the 
Soviet Union 
and my stomach turned over with 
the blood letting, with the mad­ 
ness 
of vengeance and 
counter 
vengeance, of suspicion and coun­ 
ter suspicion. 
“I 
don’t think 
anything 
that 
happened or is happening here 
in these United States could make 
me an enemy of the United States, 
a 
land I love 
so 
deeply 
and 
which has given me so much . . . 
“Where I failed miserably, and 
where I swear by all that is holy 
that I shall not fail again was in 
not exercising the same judgment 
toward the Soviet Union. 
“Never again will I remain sil­ 
ent when I can recognize injustice 
•—regardless of how that injustice 
may be wrapped in the dirty linen 
of expediency or necessity.” 
These are some ofs the high­ 
lights of what is happening in the 
Communist 
world 
today. 
Just 
what it means, 
just what 
we 
should do about it, 
will be dis­ 
cussed in an early column.

HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) — The 
movie industry is wailing the blues 
again. 
The last four weeks, according 
to movie trade papers, has been 
the low of all time in theater gross­ 
es. 
Major companies are said to 
he “shocked.” 
Theater operators 
are said to be “stunned.” 
There's nothing wrong with the 
movies on the market. Many good 
films are playing. 
“But big and 
little,” it’s said, “the ticket sales, 
as reported by both distributors 
and exhibitors, are hitting new 
lows.” 
A Department of Commerce sur­ 
vey reports a serious postwar de­ 
cline in motion picture admissions 
—down 25 per cent from booming 
1946. 
The operator of one of the na­ 
tion’s largest independent circuits 
recently told the editor of a Holly­ 
wood trade paper: 
“Business is bad. We’ve had to 
close quite a few of our houses 
and will probably close down some 
of the others. But at the same time 
we are opening more drive-ins. 
Theater business will never be 
what it formerly was. We are still 
making money. Not what we used 
to bank, but profits.”

* 
TELEVISION COMPETITION is 
the number one reason for Holly­ 
wood’s lost audience. 
U. S. thea­ 
ters are now only supplying around 
37 per cent of the world’s gross 
on motion pictures. 
“Movies 
for the international 
market’’ is Hollywood’s new battle 
cry. 
It means movies for non-TV 
countries. 
But there are other reasons for 
Hollywood’s lost U. S. audience. 
Four years ago, with a bad case 
of TV jitters, the major studios 
wiped out their big long-term con­ 
tract lists of high-priced stars. 
It 
was a serious mistake. 
The motion picture business was 
built on the so-called star system. 
The public was educated to be at­ 
tracted to the theater by the name 
of the stars in the picture. 
* 
* 
* 
“WE’LL BUILD NEW STARS 
but pay ’em less,” the studios said 
while swinging the axe on their 
star lists. 
Many of the suddenly 
unemployed stars went to TV and 
audiences followed them. 
Others 
formed their own independent com­ 
panies and started producing mov­ 
ies themselves. 
The “new stars” promised by 
the major studios failed to mater­ 


ialize. As one studio head, iFrank 
Freeman of Paramount, says: “Ev­ 
ery studio in Hollywood is strug­ 
gling with this problem of new per­ 
sonalities but except in rare cases 
receives little or no help from the 
exhibitor.” 
Without stars, the major studios 
have been forced into “package” 
deals with independent companies 
controlling stars and into percent­ 
age deals like Paramount^ con­ 
tract with Jimmy Stewart to star 
in “Strategic Air Command.”

PARAMOUNT had to recoup al­ 
most $4,500,000 on the film before 
it could get one penny of profit — 
and the company had only a 50 per 
cent interest in the profits, with 
Stewart collecting the other 50 per 
cent in lieu of compensation for 
his services. 
In the case of “White Christ­ 
mas,” 70 per cent of the profits 
went to Bing Crosby, Danny Kaye 
and Irving Berlin. 
Now all of the major studios are 
selling their huge film libraries to 
television. 
The Warner Brothers 
not only sold their old films but 
also their studio. 
Republic studio 
is on the verge of being sold. How­ 
ard Hughes sold RKO studio last 
year. All of Hollywood’s independ­ 
ent studio lots have been convert­ 
ed for telefilm production. 
No wonder the sale of relaxing 
pills in Hollywood tops the nation. 
And no wonder Hollywood envies 
Walt Disney, whose business is 
booming. 
When Walt doesn’t like 
one of his cartoon stars, he tears 
him up and draws a new one.

A surprising amount of cussing 
takes place in the normal conver­ 
sation of a lot of people. 
It ap­ 
pears that many people cannot 
express themselves without exple­ 
tives which defame both God and 
man. 
Most of this desecration in 
expression is thoughtless. Some of 
it results from a human desire 
to be blase or worldly, but much 
is just bad habit. 
It teem s inconceivable that our 
vocabularies should be so limited 
that we cannot find proper words 
to describe the objects of our con­ 
versation. The little word “ very" 
could be used more frequently and 
to good advantage by many of the 
worst 
offenders. 
"Extrem ely,” 
"perfectly,* 
"completely,” 
and 
"surprisingly** could be substituted 
for the redundant adjectives which 
are not descriptive in any senae 
of the words used. 
Many people a rt setting a poor 
example for the children of the 
nation when they limit their vo­ 
cabularies lo meaningless words. 
The words we use to describe peo­ 
ple, their actions and daily events 
ought not to Uke God * name in 
vain. 
One of the Ten Commandments 
is clear in this regard. Few people 
refuse to accept the Command­ 
ments even if they do not strive to 
obey the new’er commandments of 
brotherhood, 
neighborliness 
and 


I love. 
We (.annot expect to raise 
I the spiritus1 level of America nor 
of the world if we disregard this 
simple moral code which forms the 
foundation of moral law. 
We must learn to respect God 
in our speech as well as in our oth­ 
er activities of morality and re­ 
ligious living.

Eddyville used 
to have one flour mill, one grist 
mill, one blacksmith shop, post 
office, three general stores, two 
coffin shops, where the operators 
made coffins out of oak and pop­ 
lar lumber, and two doctors most 
of the time.
